1. NEGOTIATIONS OF OCEANOGRAPHIC AGREEMENT ARE ALMOST 
COMPLETED AND REMAIN STUCK ONLY ON ONE WORD " MONITOR” IN ARTICLE 
FOUR. ONE AND ONE - HALF HOURS OF AFTERNOON SESSION THURSDAY, 

MAY 24, WERE SPENT ON THIS ISSUE ALONE. ALL US POSTIONS 

AS CONTAINED IN REFTELS AND IN INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN TO USDEL 
HAVE EMERGED IN FINAL TEXT INTACT, AND WE BELIEVE WE HAVE 
ALSO FOUND SOLUTION TO KEEPING MONITOR CONCEPT IN ARTICLE 
FOUR. 

2. SOVIETS HAVE JUSTIFIABLE CASE THAT THERE SEEMS TO BE 

NO WORD IN RUSSIAN THAT IS EQUIVALENT TO " MONITOR”. ( STANDRAD 
ENGLISH- RUSSIAN DICTIONARIES GIVE FAULT DEFINITIONS FOR THIS 
WORD, WHICH IS TESTIMONY TO THIS.) NEAREST RUSSIAN 
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EQUIVALENTS ALL HAVE, AS SOVIETS PHRASED IT, " KGB- FBT' 

SPYING CONNOTATION. THIS INCLUDES SLEDIT, OSVEDOMLYATSA, 

ETC. USDEL DANGLED OMISSION OF LAST SENTENCE OF ARTICLE 
FOUR AS CARROT, WHICH AROUSED SOVIET INTEREST SUFFICIENTLY 
TO MAKE TELEPHONE CALL TO LAWYERS AT MFA, TO ACADEMICIANS 
FEDOROV, AND VINOGRADOV, ETC. SOLUTION THAT WAS REACHED IS 
PHRASE " I UDELYAT DOLZHNOYE VNIMANIYE” ( OR " VCE DOLZHOYE 
VNIMANIYE") . ENGLISH WORDING WOULD BE " PAY ( ALL) DUE ATTENTION 
TO," WHICH QUITE ADEQUATELY RETAINS THE MONITOR CONCEPT IN 
OPINION OF USDEL. SOVDEL CLAIMS THAT THIS PHRASE IN RUSSIAN 
IS EVEN STRONGER THAN IT IS IN ENGLISH AND THAT IT IMPLIES 
RECEIVING REPORTS AND BEING KEPT INFORMED. HOW CAN ONE 
" PAY ATTENTION" TO DIRECT CONTACTS IF ONE IS NOT KEPT IN- 
FORMED, THEY ASK. SINCE WE NOW HAVE FOOT IN DOOR FOR 
NEGOTIATING TRANSPORTATION AGREEMENT, USDEL STRONGLY RECOMMENDS 
ACCEPTING THIS RUSSIAN WORDING, AND WITHER THE ABOVE ENGLISH 
WORDING OR ANY BETTER EQUIVALENT WORDING TO REFLECT THE 
RUSSIAN AS MIGHT BE PROVIDED BY DEPARTMENT. ( PERHAPS " GIVE 
INSTEAD OF " PAY") PLEASE ADVISE WHETHER US SIDE WANTS " ALL" 

INSERTED. IT IS IMMATERIAL TO SOVDEL. " DUE” IS NECESSARY FOR GOOD RUS- 
SIAN. 

3. RE PARA 3 OF REF D, ARABIC NUMERALS ARE USED IN DESIGNATING 
ARTICLES, AND LOWER CASE LETTERS IN ENUMERATING ITEMS IN 
ARTICLES 2 AND 3, AS IN S AND T AGREEMENT. SOVIETS HAD 
PREFERRED ROMAN NUMERALS, BECAUSE THEY FELT IT MADE THE 
AGREEMENT HAVE HIGHER STATURE, SINCE ROMAN NUMERALS WERE 
USED IN LAST YEAR' S INCIDENTS AT SEA AND STRATEGIC ARMS 
LIMITATION AGREEMENTS. 

4. FINAL AGREED TEXT WOULD BE AS REPORTED IN REF B, WITH 
FOLLOWING EXCEPTIONS AND WITH THOSE NOTED ABOVE. 

5. IN PREAMBLE: " IN PURSUANCE AND FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENTS OF THE UINTED STATES OF 
AMERICAN AND THE UNION OF SOVIET SOCIALISTS REPUBLICS ON 
COOPERATION IN THE FIELDS OF SCIENCES AND TECHNOLOGY OF MAY 24, 

1972, AND IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE AGREEMENT ON EXCHANGES AND 
COOPERATION IN SCIENTIFIC , TECHNICAL, EDUCATIONAL, CULTURAL 
AND OTHER FIELDS OF APRIL 11, 1972, AND IN ACCORDANCE WITH 

THE AGREEMENT ON COOPERATION IN THE FIELD OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
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6. LAST SENTENCE OF ARTICLE 2 READS: " OTHER AREAS OF CO- 
OPERATION MAY BE ADDED BY MUTUAL AGREEMENT." 

7. ARTICLE 3( F): " FACILITATION BY BOTH PARTIES, IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS OF EACH COUNTRY AND RELEVEANT 
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BILATERAL AGREEMENTS, OF USE OF EACH OTHER' S APPROPRIATE PORT 
FACILITIES FOR SHIPS' SERVICE S AND SUPPLIES, INCLUDING PRO- 
VISION FOR REST AND CHANGES OF SHIPS' PERSONNEL , IN CONNECTION 
WITH CARRYING OUT COOPERATIVE ACTIVITIES. 1 ’ 

8. ARTICLE 4: SAME AS IN REF B, EXCEPT FOR NEW WORDING 

" WILL ENCOURAGE, FACILITATE AND ( GIVE) PAY ( ALL) DUE ATTENTION TO , 
AS APPROPRIATE, DIRECT CONTACTS AND COOPERATION. " LAST 
SENTANCE OF ARTICLE 4 WOULD BE DELETED. ( STYLISTICALLY, 

PERHAPS ” AS APPROPRIATE" SHOULD BE AFTER " WILL".) 

9. ARTICLE 5(3) : " EACH PARTY SHALL DESIGNATE ITS EXECUTIVE 
AGENT WHICH WILL BE RESPONSIBLE FOR CARRYING OUT THE AGREE- 
MENT. DURING THE PERIOD BETWEEN MEETINGS OF THE JOINT 
COMMITTEE, THE EXECUTIVE AGENTS SHALL MAINTAIN CONTACT WITH 
EACH OTHER AND COORDINATE AND SUPERVISE THE DEVELOPMENT AND 
IMPLEMENTATION OF COOPERATIVE ACTIVITIES CONDUCTED UNDER 
THIS AGREEMENT." 

10. ARTICLE 6: LAST WORDS HAVE BEEN CHANGED TO " OF EITHER 
PARTY TO OTHER INTERNATIONAL OCEANOGRAPHIC PROGRAMS." 

1. SOVDEL IS NOT EMPOWERED TO INITIAL AGREED TEXT AND
